ColunfBus, Ohio, August 29.—Rioting 
broke out anew tonight in the street 
car strike, and as a result, police, sol- 
diers and deputy sheriffs rounded up 
seventy-five persons. 

Following an unsuccessful attempt 
to dynamite an east side car at Leon- 
ard avenue and Twentieth street, a 
large crowd gathered. They were 
stoning cars when the police and a de- 
tachment of soldiers reached the scene. 

The authorities immediately took 
vigorous steps to stop the rioting.

Arrests Made in Hurry. 

Arrests were made so fast that the 
rioters were bewildered, and scattered 
quickly. Included in the stern meas- 
ures adopted to instantly end the 
trouble were closing orders issued, 
ghutting up all places of business in 
the vicinity. 

Saloons, restaurants and even candy 
stores were forced to quit for the 
night. 

Those arrested were charged. with

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LEPROSY MAKES 
ITS LAST STAND 


Science About to Dis- 
cover Cure for Scourge. 


Three- Surgeons of U. S. Hos- 
pital Service, Who Are on 
Leper Island, Flash News of 
Achievement --- Leper Bacilli 
Grown Outside Human Body.

Washington, August 29.—Leprosy, 
the unconquered scourge of the ages, 
is making what is believed to be its 
last stand against science. From Molo- 
kai, the Coral island prison for the 
plague-stricken in the Hawailan 
group, a few words have been flashed 
half-way around the world to Wash- 


ington telling of an achievement ac- 
counted second only to the discovery 
of the leper bacilli by Hansen in 1879. 

Three surgeons of the United States 
public health and marine hospital serv- 
ice have grown leper bacilli in pure 
culture outside the human body. and 
in tiny thin glass tubes in the labora- 
tory the loathsome germs are now 
growing in their third generation. 

Propagating the Bacillus. 

Four times the scientists have taken 
the infection of the body of a leper and 
artificially propagated. the bacillus on 
beef broth, egg or the amoeba of the 
intestines of a guinea pig. The work 
of Dr. Moses T. Clegg, who declared 
less than a year ago at Manila. that 
he had found that the bacillus could 
be cultivated outside the human body, 
js verified and extended. Dr. Clegg 
has been rushed from the, Manila sci- 
entific station to Molokai/ to assist in 
the experiments. 

This achievement of the scientists at 
the government's leprosy investigation 
station is the first step in the produc- 
tiom of a vaccine or a serum for the 
cure or prevention of- leprosy. Pre- 
cisely the same ground has been cov- 
ered by the men who evolved the 
Giphthteria antitoxin and the serum 
for tetanus. 

In each of these cases the grow- 
ing of the germ in pure culture has 
been the stepping stone to the cure. 
Dr. Donald H. Currie, director of the 
station; Dr. Walter R..Brinkerhoff and 

T. Holimann are the men who 
have grown the cultures. 
Forlorn Hepe Succeeded. 

After four months’ careful work in 
which they had labored to grow the

Denver, Col., August 29.—Acts of 
the supreme court of the United States 
were sharply criticised by Theodore 
Roosevelt today in an address in the 
state capitol here before the Colorado 


legislature. | 

The former president cited two de- 
cisions by the supreme court which. he 
declared were contrary to the princl-. 
ples of democracy, and he said emphat- 
ically that if these decisions indicated 
the permanent attitude of the court, 
the entire American system of popu- 
lar government would be upset. 

Greeted by Great Crowds. 

Colonel Roosevelt's speech before 
the legislature is one of five that he 
delivered in (Denver today. HEvery- 
where he went he was greeted by 
cheering multitudes, which blocked 
the streets, interfered with traffic 
and packed. to suffocation the various 
buildings in which he spoke. The au- 
ditorium ik which he delivered his 
speech on\conservation holds 15,000 
people, and yet it was large enough to 
seatoniy a part of the throng that 
clamored for admission. 

From the moment he arrived here 
until he went to bed, Colonel Roose- 
vett was kept on the move. In addi- 
tion to his speech in the auditorium, 
under the auspices of the National TAve 
Stock Association, and his speech be- 
fore- the legislature, he addressed the 
Spanish-American war veterans, who 
are holding their encampment here; 
the Colerado Live Stock Association at 
a banquet this evening, and the Den- 
ver Press Club at a “chuck-wagon” 
luncheon at Overland park. 

Denounced Crooked Legislation. 

The chamber of the house was filied 
with a crowd that cheered Colonel 
Roosevelt so frequently that he had 
difficulty in proceeding with his 
speech. In addition to his remarks 
Colonel 
Roosevelt denounced dishonest legis- 
lators and demagogues. He scored me 
who gain their riches at the expense 
of the people; attacked untruthful 
newspapers and magazines, and praised 
the periodicals and newspapers which, 
he said, boldly told the truth in order 
to purify the body politic, 

The colonel faced a legislature that 
was democratic in both branches, one 
member of the house being a woman. 
He was presented to the president of 
the senate as a “typical westerner.”’ 

Reminding his auditors that he had 
been a member of the New York leg- 
islature twenty-nine years ago, the 
colonel assured the legislators that he 
knew of the hard work before thém, 
and the temptations to which they 
were exposed.

Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama May Be Extended 
to Gate City. 


Is Atlanta to have direct railroad 
communication with Carrabelle, Fla., & 
port on the Gulf of Mexico, which, in 
turn, is within easy striking distance 
of the Panama canal? Inside of two 
weeks the Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama railroad, of which Jesse P. Wil- 
liams, of 478 Peachtree street, At- 
lanta, is president, will have completed 
its lines from Carrabelle to Richland, 
Ga,, almost two-thirds of the Gistagce

Fulton Will Send Fifty 
Delegates. 


Cobb County Will Be Repre- 
_sented at State Democratic 
Convention by Even Hundred 
Citizens --- Hooper Alexander 
Will Nominate Hoke Smith. 


Plans for holding the state demo- 
cratic convention, which will be called 
to order by Chairman Charies R. Pen- 
dieton,:in the Auditorium-Armory, at 
10 o'clock Thursday morning, are 
moving along rapidly, the leaders of 
the controlling side are outlining the 
Platform which will be adopted, and 
the delegations from Fulton and the 
other counties of the state are being 
named. 

As stated in The Constitution Sun- 
day morning, it appears practically 
assured that Judge Thomas G. Law- 
son, of Eatonton, will be elected tem- 
porary chairman, and that Colonel W. 
.. Wright, a prominent attorney of 
Newnan, will be elected - permanent

The delegates to the convention 
from Fulton will be announced .Tues- 
day. There will be fifty in all, and 
among them will be Reuben :Arnoild, 
Louis Gholstin, James R. Gray, Henry 
H. Schaul, Walter P. Andrews and H. 
Y. MeCord. 

Big Cobb Delegation. 

The delegation from Cobb eounty, 
which was carried by Governor Hoke 
Smith, will number an even hundred, 
and it is stated that from other 
counties the delegations will be un- 
usually large, as there is no limit to 
the number that may be appointed, 
‘although none but the official dele- 
gates will have a vote in the conven- 
tion. 

It is stated that Hooper Alexander, 
member of the legislature from De- 
Kalb, will place the name of Mr. 
Smith in nomination for the office of 
governor, and the nomination will be 
seconded by delegates from each 
county. 

Mr. Smith went to his country home 
in DeKalb county Monday afternoon, 
and will remain there to take a much- 
nedeed rest until Tuesday afternoon. 
Wednesday and Thursday he will be 
at his suite of rooms in the Piedmont 
hotel, where he has established tem- 
porary headquarters, and will receive 
his friends during the convention. 

Convention Will Be Large One, 

It is expected the convention’ will 
be one /of the largest ever held 
in the state. It is believed, however, 
that the main floor of the Auditorium 
will be sufficiently large to accommo- 
date the visiting delegates, so that 
the balconies and the gallery may be 
reserved for the large number of spec- 
tators.

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“A DEA TH-BED REPENTA NOE DOCUMENT. 

The. acutely disturbing knowledge that athe whole country is 
aflame with resentment against the tariff bill has galvanized the 
republican leaders into a frenzy of activity. 

The efforts being made to return republican members of the 
house and senate resemble in scope and magnitude the plans of a 
presidential election year. Rarely have the congressional campaigns 
in doubtful districts been more spirited, for rarely have more vital 
issues been at stake. 

That the country is weary of being deceived with false prom- 
ises is being forcibly brought home to the attention of republican 
candidates for reelection. | 

That the recently enacted tariff bill is not “a substantial revision 
of schedules downward ;” that it has not resulted in reducing the cost 
of living; that it is not, in a word, an honest compliance with re-. 
publican ante-election campaign promises, is the emphatic belief of 
a majority of the people and the newspapers_of the United States. 

The republican party passed the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, and, 
therefore, the republican party must take the consequences. 

The candidates of the regular organization, the stand-patters, 
the stalwarts, have sent up a resounding cry for help. 

And the president of the United States has been induced to lend 
his aid to save the embarrassed and embogged members of his party. 

President Taft’s appeal avoids the egregious error of the Wino- 
na, Minn., speech, in which the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill was lauded 
as one of the very best that ever went through congress. Instead, 
the president takes the position that the bill is a “substantial step” 
in the direction of tariff revision downward. 

The president has been hearing from the people! 

In his recent letter to CHairman William B. McKinley, of the 
republican congressional campaign committee, he makes an appeal 
for an extension of time, with renewed expression of popular faith 
in the sincerity of republican campaign promises. 

It is a kind of death-bed repentance document. 

That the appeal from the white house will be futile, abundant! 
evidence attests. The indications are that it is not a revolt, but a 
revolution, inspired by broken pledges, which has fired the people 
and the press of the country. 

President Taft was unfortunate in his choice of advisers. When 
the’ big pregnant problem of approving or rejecting a disappointing 

tariff measure that was fast taking shape in congress was presented 
to him, he listened to those who assured him it was the best that 
could be done, wavered, and then fell into the hands of the “stand- 
patters.” 

It did not need the actual exercise of the veto power lodged in 
the office of president to bring congress'to terms. If Mr. Taft had 
stood firmly against the demands of special interests, the mere 
threat of a veto, with that purpose behind the announcement, would 
have saved his administration, saved his party the odium which has 
attached to the passage of the tariff act, and probably saved the re- 
publican majority in the next house. 

That the next house will be democratic on this one issue,. re- 
publican dissensions and the active hostility between insurgents and 
regulars gives every promise. 

And all because the president did not take advantage of the op- 
portunity offered him to force a real tariff reform bill! 

A word from him at the right time would have done the work. 

It was not spoken! 


THE PARCELS POST INEVITABLE. 


Though the last session of congress adjourned without making 
any provision for putting into effect a parcels post, the subject will 
not be allowed to drop until the service is in operation on every 
rural route throughout the United States. 

Up to this time the railroad influence has been effective in 
blocking the passage of this legislation, fearing it would reduce their 
revenues and that of their auxiliary companies, the express lines. 


The opposition is natural. In its last analysis, it is pure busi-| 


ness from the railroad. standpoint. These common carriers insist 
that their pay from the government for carrying the mail is less 


remunerative than their revenue from their freight business. 

From the standpoint of the express company the case is even 
stronger. No business in the world today is more remunerative 
from the standpoint of capital invested than the express business. 
Lhe hundreds of millions of dollars paid out in annual dividends, 
stock dividends, and new stock issues by them prove this con- 
clusively. 

A law which required the railroads to haul at regular govern- 
ment rates the business that now goes by freight or express would 
greatly reduce the revenues of these private carriers, they fear. 

_ But the adoption of the parcels post is as inevitable as the ex- 
tension of the rural free delivery service, once set in operation, was 
inevitable. 

In this' connection The Constitution has received a communica- | 
tion from F. E. Davis, of Seminary, Miss., who signs himself “Yours 
for the masses’ convenience,” saying: 

“I admire the way you hit the ‘pistol toters’ and the ‘liquor drinkers’ and 
the ‘liquor dealers.’ Now, won’t you give us some parcels post advice? We 
country people certainly need a parcels post iaw.’ 

It is a monstrous injustice to permit an eleven-pound package 
to be sent from Atlanta or Chicago to Brussels or to Buenos Ayres 
for 11 cents and to charge $1.32 for its delivery by mail into an 
adjoining county. 

The bugaboo of a deficit in the postoffice department has been 
largely removed by the business methods being applied by Post: 
master General Hitchcock. 

The cost of railroad transportation is the biggest item of ex- 
pense in putting into effect a general parcels post. As an experi- 
ment, and to avoid this cost, it has been proposed that a limited 
parcels post be established which shall operate only ‘on the rural 
routes radiating from a single postoffice.

In other words, let the experiment be tried of permitting a pack- 


age of not exceeding 11 pounds in weight to be sent from any post- Mice 


office in the United States to any person served by any rural route 
originating in that office; or from a person on.anv one of thest 
routes to a person on any other route from the same postoffice. 
Even the railroads cannot object to this, unless they know that when 
once established the system will be extended to a point where our 
own people will at least be given the same advantages as we give 
to foreigners. 

If the people will take this matter up with their representatives 
ir. congress, the trick will be turned, and we will get not limited, 
‘but unlimited parcels service by post.

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THE FLURRY ON THE COTTON EXCHANGE. 


The sensational pyrotechnics on the New York Cotton Ex- 
change, during the course of which cotton “futures” reached the 
highest point since civil war times, was of incidental interest to the 
cotton trade, but absolutely devoid of any practical value. 

The fact that August “futures” sold at 20 cents meant nothing 
to the man with the hoe. It was of importance chiefly to the bull 
pool, and the men who had sold short cotton they did not own. 

Practically every bale of the cotton crop of 1909-10 has been 
marketed. The few bales of the new crop available for delivery on 
the New York exchange were secured by the bull pool and then ihey 
hegan to “squeeze the shorts,” in the slang of the exchange. 

From 16.82 to 20 cents, or an advance of 318 points, represent- 
ing nearly $16 a bale to the man who had contracted to deliver cot- 
ton, the market was driven upwards.

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Since the aincontn voters of Ful- 
ton county have cast an overwhelming 
majority against the fee system for 
state and county officers, the question 
is being asked what effect will this

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ASIATIC AND AFRICAN FIGS 
NOW POSSIBILITY FOR GEORGIA 


Satenbin Ga,, August 29.—Editor 
Constitution: A notice in‘a recent is- 
sue of The Constitution of the planting 
of 10,000 acres of land in figs in south 
Georgia brings up more of a problem 
than those who have not studied fig 
raising could possibly realize. 

Until we shall develop the true 
Smyrna fig and fully adapt it to our 
conditions we may never hope to raise 
figs to compete in quality with those 
exported from Asia. Our Georgia figs 
have but rudimentary seeds, usually 
hollow shells containing no kernels. 
Occasionally I have found the seeds 
to contain a pulpy mass that is desti- 
tute of the vitality that the seeds of 
the fertilized Smyrna figs possess. 
Now this seedless habit of fruiting 
has been developed in some grapes, 
apples, oranges, etc.; fruits the pulp 
only of which we eat. The fig is in 
a different class, the seed being eaten 
by man, and when they are fully de- 
veloped they improve the flavor of the 
fig. 

Now, in order that the seeds of the 
fig may develop, pollen must be in- 
troduced to the stamens of the mass of 
flowers inclosed in the fig itself. Its 
structure is such that only the small- 
est insect. can obtain entrance to the 
inside of the fig, and to fertilize the 
flowers, the little wasp must cover 


his body wily in pollen of a pollen- 
bearing or Capri fig before he enters 
the edible fig on his beneficent errand. 
The best dried figs of California are 
now of this seed-developed § class. 
While our so-called mule figs thrive 
in the cotton states, the pollen-bearing 
fig up to this date. has not been de- 
veloped, that can ry through the 
cold of our winters, the smal! fruits 
eontaining the eggs of the Blastop- 
Haga, @n insect necessary to the t- 
ing of this better class of figs. 

I have for several years imported 
the Capri figs from California, contain- 
ing the insects, and thereby secured a 
crop of the delicious Smyrna figs. 

No fig yet imported from Asia quite 
suits our damp summer weather, nor 
resiste our cold of winter. I have, 
however, hundreds of Smyrna seedling 
figs, from among which I have already 
Obtained plants better suited to our 
climatic conditions, I have this year 
finally succeeded in fertilizing our 
small hardy celestial figs, with the 
pollen of the Asiatic Capri, obtaining 
good seeds with developed kernels 
with apparently strong embryos. 

This is doubtless the first cross ever 
made on our side of the continent of 


the Capri on our common figs.

FILLED IN 1911 


GencralMoer. Waterworks 
Not ElectedThis Year. 


Only Election That Goes Over. 
Action of General Assembly 
Had Effect of Making the 
Position a Regular City Of- 
fice. 


There is one and only one city of- 
fice among thoge to be filled by popu- 
lar vote, for which the incumbent will 
not be selected this year. 

Under the terms of the recent char- 
ter amendment providing for popular 
election of city officials, it has been 
decided that the general manager of 
the waterworks cannot be elected un- 
til December, 1911. 

It is the only city office which will 
be filled at that time—in an “off” year. 

When the amendment to the city 
charter of Atlanta was passed by the 
legislature making certain city offi- 
cers elective by the people, among 
those named was that of general man- 
ager of the waterworks department. 

It was thought by many that the wa- 
terworks manager would be elected 
this year, as were all the other city 
officers, but this is not true, as the 
charter amendment, prepared by the 
city attorney, reads: 

What the Amendment Says. 

“That the following offivers, to wit: 
general manager of waterworks, city 
marshal, city comptroller, city warden, 
city electrician, building inspector, re- 
corder and clerk of council shall here- 
after be elected by vote of the people, 
and successors to the officers now 
filling said positions, each of which 
positions are hereby made chartered 
officers of said city, shall be elected by 
qualified voters of said city on the first 
Wednesday in December preceding the 
expiration of the terms of said offi- 
cers, and, when so elected, each of said 
officers shall hold their positions for 
the terms of two years. except re- 
corder, whose term of office is hereby 
fixed for four years.” 

Under this amendment the general 
manager of the waterworks depart- 
‘ment will not be elected until next 
| year, and by this rule it will be: the 

only office to be filled by the voters 
next year outside of members of coun- 
cil, and hereafter it will stand alone 
every two years, all the other officers 
being voted for the preceding year. 
Woodward Would Have Hun. 

Colonel Park Woodward, formerly 
the general manager of the water- 
works department, stated before the 
charter amendment was secured that 
he would stand as a candidate before 
the people. After the act was passed 
there was some doubt about there be- 
ing any such office as “general mana- 
iger of the waterworks,” as no such of- 
\fice had been created by the city char- 
| ter. Colonel Woodward, to settle this 
point, and also the question as to 
the time for the election by the people 
for this officer,: asked Colonel P. H. 
Brewster, the well-known attorney, 
for an opnion, which is given in full 
below. 

Colonel Woodward, when asked 
about making the race next. year, re- 
plied that the time was too far off 
and that later he would let the people 
of Atlanta hear from him about the 
matter. 


The Legal Opinion. 

Colonel Brewster’s opinion, which is 
concurred in by Alex C, King, Clifford 
L. Anderson, Reuben R. Arnold, L. Z. 
Rosser and City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, is as follows: 

“Colonel Park Woodward, City— 
Dear Sir: The question you submit is 
one which involves possible difficul- 
tiles, and renders a decision from a le- 
gal point of view uncertain. 

“The offices dealt with in the late 
act are ‘general manager of water- 
works, city marshal, city comptroller, 
city warden, city electrician, building 
inspector, recorder and clerk of coun- 
cil.’ The ‘city marshal,’ ‘city comptrol- 
ler,’ ‘bullding inspector,’ ‘recorder’ and 
‘clerk of council’ are offices recognizeu 
and created by charter of the city. 
‘City: warden’ and ‘city electrician’ are 
recognized and created by the ordi- 
nances of the city. “Te general man- 
ager of the waterworks’ is not rec- 
ognized by the charter and is not one 
created by the ordinances of the city. 
It is a creation of the ‘board of water 
commissioners.’ The water supply or 
works is a department of the city gov- 
ernment, which, by charter, is placed 
in the hands of a ‘board of water com- 
missioners,’ which is mad@ up of a 
member from each ward and the mayor 
and the chairman of the committee on 
waterworks. P 

“This ‘board of water ecommission- 
ers’ has, by the act creating it, only 
one officer, a ‘president,’ section 80 
of city code, and by section 114 the 
board: has power to appoint a compe- 
tent engineer and fix his compensation, 
while employed, and employ such 
clerks and laborers from time to time 
as may be necessary, and to fix their 
compensation. So it seems the posi- 
tion created by the ‘tion of this 
board, styled ‘general manager of wa- 
terworks,’ is not an officer of the city 
at all, and his salary is not fixed by 
the city, as will appear by section 5618. 
which undertakes to fix the salaries oi 
all the administrative officers of the 
city, but does not mention the office 
of ‘general manager of the water- 
works,’ evidently not regarding such 
person as An officer of the city. For- 
merly no such position existed under 
that name. The officérs of the board, 
as shown by the city code, 1899, page 
451. were president, vice president, su- 
perintendent and secretary. The gen- 
eral executive office was superintend- 
ent, page 452; section 2. 


Not Created by Charter. 


“By reference to section $81, city 
code, 1899, it will be seen the charter 
provides what is a quorum of the 
board, and declares, ‘all contracts and 
engagements, acts and doings of said 
board within the scope of their duty 
or authority shall be obligatory upon 
and be in law considered as if done 
by the mayor and general council of 
the city of Atlanta.’ 

“From this review, one thing is cer- 
tain. The position of ‘general manager 
of the waterworks’ was not an office

That the office, if an office, 
is solely the creation of the ‘board of 
water commissioners,’ and under the 
charter the person so styled must be 
regarded only as an employee or clerk. 

“Under the charter it had the right 
to employ clerks and employees and 
fix their compensation, and it may be 
conceded, any and all of these em- 
Ployees might be designated by any 
name the board may adopt, and, there- 
fore, one eould be called a ‘general 
manager of waterworks.’ 

“As all powérs possessed by this 
board myst be derived from the char- 
ter which created it, and it possessed 
no powers except those expressly 
granted, it would appear by an exami- 
nation of the charter, it possessed no 
power to eate an office for the city 
or itself, as ‘general manager of the 
waterworks.’ 

“But whether this board could. or 
could not legally create such an office, 
the fact remains that the ‘board of 
water commissioners’ did @mploy per- 
sons from time to time, and designate 
the occupant of a position it created 
as superintendent at one time and at 
another ‘general manager of the wa- 
terworks,’ fixed a term for holding 
such position and his salary, and such 
a position existed when the act of 
1910 was passed, ih the organization of 
the ‘board of water commissioners,’ and 
that act expressly makes such an of- 
fice a charter office. 


But the Office 


“So now there is no doubt the office 
of ‘ganeral manager of water works’ 
does exist, and is a city office, and the 
act creating such office provides the 
person to fill the same shall be elect- 
ed by thé people. The election of per- 
sons to fill the several offices shall take 
place the first Wednesday in: Decem- 
ber preceding the expiration of the 
terms of said office, and, when elected, 
shall hold for two years. ‘The begin- 
ning of the terms of said several of- 
ficers shall remain as now fixed.’ Now, 
if the legislature did not intend to 
consider the position which the ‘board 
of water commissioners’ had, by its 
action, created and designated as the 
office of ‘general manager of water- 
works,’ and that the person filling it 
was an Officer whose term was ‘fixed,’ 
then there is no time fixed for electing 
the ‘general manager of the water- 
works,’ and no time fixed when the 
term of such officer shall begin, for 
the act only provides for an election

for any of them, which was to be the / 


first Wednesday in December preced- 
ing the expiration of the ‘terms.’ If, 
then, there is no expiration of the term 
of the ‘general manager of the water- 
works,’ then the élection of such an 
officer is not provided for, and if no 
beginning’ of the term of that officer is 
fixed, then the act does not provide 
any time for it te begin, and. therefore, 
under the act, no such an officer could 
be elected. 


No Election Until Term Expires. 


“As every act must be so construed 
as to give effect to all its language, it 
is my opinion that this act will be con- 
strued to mean that the office which 
the ‘board of water commissioners’ cre- 
ated and designated as ‘general mana- 
ger of waterworks,’ whether in cre- 
ating it they were in the scope of their 
authority or not, or whether it was a 
legal office or not, that office was used 
by the legislature as the basis for the 
act whRich it passed. and the office 
which’ that act made a charter office 
will now exist, but no election can be 
held to fill it until the term of the per- 
son now filling what heretofore has 
been designated as ‘general manager 
of waterworks’ expires, or rather the 
first Wednesday in December preced- 
ing its expiration. 

“If, then, the person who now is fill- 
ing that position was elected by the 
‘board of water commissioners’ for a 
term which will not expire before the 
first Wednesday in December, 1911, 
no election can be had to fill the of- 
fice of ‘general manager of water- 
works’ on the first Wednesday in De- 
cember, 1910. This is true, independent 
of all questions as to the legality of 
the office of ‘general manager of wa- 
terworks,’ as it existed prior to the 
passage of the act of 1910.

During the proceedings, 
Dew introduced evidence to show that, 
Crippen contemplated suicide while at | 
sea, following his flight from, this 
country. Crippen was quoted also as 
declaring that hig companion knew 
nothing of the trouble in® which he, 
was involved, and Miss Leneve Wa&é : 
said to have protested her innocence. 

Mutilated Body Identified. 

There was special] interest in the 
character of the formal charge on the 
Canadian warrant for the arrest 2f 
the fugitives had merely laid at their 
door responsibility for the death of an 
unknown woman, whose body was 
found in the cellar of the Crippen 
home at Hilldrop Crescent. The fact 
that both were aceused of the murder 
of Belle Elmore leads to the supposi-

since the war. In other words, the 
situation. in this respect is exactly op- 
posite from last year ai-the same date, 
and there is absolutely no reserve stock 
to fall back on to supply any efiort- 
age that may develop. 

What World Requires. 

“The world would require @ supply 
of 13,500,000 bales minimum this com- 
ing season to hold stocks for this time 
next year in a position no more strain- 
ed than they occupy today. A crop of 
12,500,000 bales would be given away 
if sold under 16 cents. The world 
would have to take it all at even high- 
er prices if it were held for same. 

“What we must adjust ourselves 
te is a gradual yearly increage in price 
to supply new industries and a grow- 
ing population the world over, But 
jthis increase will make itself felt 
gradually in retail price. Cotton could 


' advance enormously before the appre- 


ciation would be felt by the ultimate 
consumer. 

“Most of the cost of the finished 
product bought by the ultimate con- 
sumer is accounted for in the many 


and varied processes of manufacture, , 


transshipments and rehandlings. Wh 
rules the producer, though, is not the 
cost of manufacture, but the law of 
demand and supply, and to him we say 
that, in our belief,“a crop of 11,500,000 
bales would readily be consumed this 
season at 20 cents.” 


| AUGUST CONTRACTS AT 


20 C TS; 
WILD EXCITEMENT ON XOHA! 
New York, August 29.—Aagust cot- 


ton sold at 20 cents a pound in the 
New York cotton market today on 
urgent demand from speculative shorts 
who had postponed covering until the 
last minute in the hope that the in- 
creasing new crop movement might 
break the control of the bull leaders. 

This price, the highest reached tor 
cotton for any delivery since the civil 
war, and exceeding by nearly 2%o per 
pound the highest figures reached in 
the famous bull year of 1903-04, which 
until now had stood as a standard of 
comparison, was regarded by Many 4s 
the culminating point of the bull 
movement in progress here for the 
last six months, during “a season 
which, when it ends next Thursday. 
will go down as the most spectacular 
in the annals of the cotton trade since 
the war. 

100,000 Bales Offered at 20 Cents. 

Not a great many bales—perhaps 
fifteen thousand— actually changel 
hands on the advance from 16.82, the 
closing price of last week, to 20 cents 


for August this morning. At 20 cents’ 


an offer from W. P. Brown, one of the 
bull leaders, to sell 100,000 bales, 
checked the upward movement, and it 
was the general impression around 
the ring that this was a level fixed in 
the open market as a basis for settle- 
ment of the entire August interest re- 
maining. 

Later, however, this view of the sit- 
uation was somewhat shaken by the 
fact that, after reacting from 20 cents 
to 18.20 under scattered selling for @ 
few hundred bales, August again ad- 
vanced on renewed buying by shorts, 
touching 19.90 in the afternoon, 
within 10 points of the high record. 
At the close August was quoted at 
19.75 bid, while new crop months, 
which had been very quiet all day, 
were only 4 to 9§$ points net higher. 

In the local spot markets the prices 
were marked up to 19.75, but tha 
southern spot markets showed no such 
gain, the greatest advance recorded 
being %c at Savannah, showing the 
local character of the extensive ad- 
vance. 

Profits of Big Bull Leaders. 

No one has attempted any accurate 
figuring of the profits of the big bull 
leaders, Brown, Bugene Scales and 
Frank B. Hayne, all of whom are un- 
der indictment charged With conspiring 
in restraint of trade -in connection 
with the bull-pool. James A. Patten, 
of Chicago, is included in the indict- 
ment, but in view of his repeated an- 
nouncement of retirement he was not 
generally considered a party to today’s 
transactions. 

In all, the bull leaders have handled 
spet cotton to the amount of 800, 000 
bales, value@d approximately at $65,- 
000,000. But the bulk of this has been 
shipped abroad, and just how much of 
it has been actually sold and how 
much of it may now be held on con- 
signment at foreign points is uncer- 
tain. Inasmuch, however, as the bulls 
have handled contracts for many thou- 
sand bales in excess of those upon 
which they have actually received cot- 
ton, they have undoubtedly taken large 
speculative profits, no matter how 
their deal may turn, out when their 
last bale of spot cotton has been sold. 
In the New York stock they still own 
about 100,000 bales. 

Rumors circulated in the trade after 
the close of business today was that 
there was stf{ll a considerable August 
short interest outstariding which has 
until noon Wednesday*to cover. At 
that hour trading in August is over, 
and with it ends all business in the 
old crop season of 1909-1910. 

Crop Reports Have Favored Bulls. 

For the last three or four months 
the bull campaign in the old crop, al- 
though based chiefly on the fact that 
the crop grown during the summer. and 
autumn of 1910 was 3,000,000 bales 
under normal requirements, has had the 
encouragement of very unfavorable 
reports from the coming crop and pre- 
dictions that the world was facing a 
future inadequate supply. Naturally 
another short supply following a year 
of general curtailment and procrastina- 
tion in purchases of both raw material 
and finished goods, might mean an- 
other season of extremely high prices, 
and this expectation has undoubtedly 
encouraged the bull traders in their 
policy of carrying spot supplies for- 
ward into the new season. 

Latterly reports concerning the 
prospect have been confusing. Owing 
to drought in the southwest, deteriora- 
tion has been reported in that section, 
but weather conditions over other 
parts of the cotton belt since the first 


of August have been considered much |’ 


more favorable and some reports have 
shown considerable improvement. The 
next report of the government on con- 
dition will be issued at noon next Fri. 
day, and owing to the conflicting na- 
ture of recent private advices opinions 
as to its showing vary largely. 
Bulls to Boost New Crop.

As-a preliminary to the deal which | 
culminated in such a sensational ad- 
vance today the bull leaders began 
taking up cotton on contract in March, 
By the end of March the price had ad- 
vanced to the 15-cent level. There was 
a period of irregularity during April 
and many traders believed that so 
much cotton would be delivered to the 
bulls in May that it would break their 
hold on the situation. 

Government Encouraged Bears. 

At this time proceedings instituted 
by the department of justice encour- 
aged spectators on the short side, but 
notwithstanding the fact that more 
than 300,000 bales of cotton were 
brought here for delivery in May, the 
bulls took up everything offered and 
by the end of May contracts were stil! 
holding around the 15-cent level, after 
having sold at nearly 16 cents for May 
during the middle of the month. 

During June not much cotton was de- 
livered, but in July the bulls received 
over 200,000 bales. Thus far this 
month it is estimated 
ceived between 76,000 and 80,000 bales. 
This cotton has been shipped out of 
New York almost as fast as it has 
been brought here and according to 
official figures today there remains 
available in the New York stock only 
111,990 bales. 

Opinions as to whether the bulls will 
extend their operations into the new 
crop months are conflicting. Some 
think that the old crop campaign will 
be carried through September at any 
rate, but as the new crop season opens 
on next Thursday and the new crop 
cotton is now moving rapidly from the

Trading in the 
néw crop months continued quiet in 
spite of the August excitement, ani 
fiuctuations were generally _ narrow, 
with the close steady ata net advance 
of 4@9 points on September and later 
deliveries.

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STOCKS ARE HIGHER 
ON BUYING BY SHORTS 


Group of Professional spoon 
tors Oversold Last Week 
on Corn Crop News. 


New York, August 29.—The ground- 
work for the rise of prices of stocks 
which occurred today was iaid iast 
week in the overselling by a group of 
professional speculators prompted by 
the false alarm of frost damage to 
the corn crop. The disapproval of this 
report and the later advices over Sun- 
Gay of favorable weather for the corn 
erop quieted apprehensions and had 
the effect of reviving confidence in 
the improvement that had been going 
in the condition of the crop since the 
date of the last monthly government 
report. The very large movement of 
wheat to the market last week was 
another element in the greater confi- 
dence felt in the crop prospects. 

Seles of cotton at the New York cot- 
tOg @xchange for August delivery for 
20 cents a pound were treated as mere- 
ly a@ sensational market episode, due 
to the imperative requirement of an 
uncovered short interest. The cross- 
ing of the record price made in the 
Sully corner and the establishment of 
& new high record since the civil 
war were demonstrations of sucessful! 
manipulation and sucessful mafket ma- 
neuvering, With very little bearing on 
the problem of crop yield or intrinsic 
value. ‘the approach of the end of 
the month and of the period for de- 
livery on unfilled contracts made the 
explanation and the indifference of 
other options to the excitement marked 
the limitations of its influence. 

The weekly interviews with traffic 
managers of the great railroad sys- 
tems bore out the reports of the rapid 
movement of grain to markets. 
taking up of the idle surplus of freight 
Cars in progress, as @ consequence, had 
its effect in encouraging the hopes of 
railroad equipment companies. The 
traffic report pointed to a large pro- 
portion of agricultural implements in 
the traffic movement. This was con- 
Sidered a favorable harbinger of agri- 
cultural prospects and a sign of the 
present prosperity of the farming com- 
munity. Reports of some increased de- 
mand for iron supplemented these in- 
fluences in causing a cheerful tone to 
speculation. 
~ The rapid movement of grain to 
market carries with it the corollary 
of need for currency to effect this 
movement. The demand on the in- 
terior bankw at the reserve centers 
for this purpose is said to be large 
and is reflected from them on the New 
York banks. Shipments of currency 
to the intertor and to Canada from 
here continue actively by express, and 
there were deposits at the subtreasury 
today for trensfer to New Orleans. 
These forces of depletion of bank re- 
serves may have accounted for a 
slightly firmer tone of call loans today, 
the rate opening at 1% per cent and 
rising to 2 per cent. The higher rate 
is effective in bringing out funds that 
have been kept idle. A firmer tone 
characterized money markets in Lon- 
don and Berlin as well as where 
preparations for the monthly settle- 
ments are in progress. 

Foreign exchange rates have yielded 
Quite sharply, apparently in response 
to the firmer tone of the money mar- 
ket.. The tenacity with which three 
or four of the largest New York banks 
are holding to excessive surplus re- 
serves in face of the rates and meager 
demand for commercia) paper is the 
reason’ of some uneasy discussion as 
a possible indication of expected .un- 
favorable development of some kind. 

The demand for stocks today seemed 
to be professional in its origin, buying 
by shorts being supplemented by the 
opposing tactics. of « bull party on 
the floor of the exchange.

September has been set as the “Work- 
day” for all the orphan homes of Geor- 
gia—remember, Saturday, September 
the 24th. 

It is a sweet relief to turn from the 
wrangle of politics to study the good 
deeds and feast upon the hallowed re- 
sults that have come and are still com- 
ing ffom all the “homies” we know, but 
as the Methodist orphans’ home is the 
one we know the best, it is of that we 
will write, taking it for granted that 
what we say applies to all the the rest 
—surely nothing but the best of wishes 
could go out for such institutions, 
wherever they may be. 

This Methodist orphanage is so near 
to where we live that we know all its 
workings ‘and know more of its good 
results than ever people at a distance 
would study over. Many hearthstones 
of DeKalb county are blessed and pros- 
perous frem mothers and fathers 
brought up at this home. Some of the 
best young men of our county found 
their wives at this orphanage, and boys 
raised there have gone out and married 
the choicest girls we had—running 
back through nearly thirty years, not 
a dissipated man nor. an unworthy 
woman have we known to emanate 
from that home. 

Perhaps not less than six thousand 
(6,000) children have been sheltered 
at this home from first to last. I say 
six thousand, but that may fall far 
short, at least the greater number of 
these might be acoredited to the past 
ten years, as, like a snow ball’s rolling, 


‘it has increased as it rolled, in num- 


bers, in responsibilities, in expenses 
and, thank the Lord, in its. good re- 
sults. 

Those people who have donated to 
this home should see the substantial 
manner ‘in which their means have 
been used—from my heart, and it is the 
common belief from all the people who 
know it best, not one cent of the money 
donated for this home has been wasted 
or misdirected. Gplendid bulldings, 
substantial and homelike, adorn a 
beautiful grove where more than fifty 
Httle children, boys and girls, play 
every day, as innocent as the birds 
that chirp above them and as free from 
care. These may be called the baby 
bunch, but in the back, where stand 
the farm, the dairy, the laundry, the 
kitchen, are another hundred as busy 
as bees, some hanging clothes from 
the laundry, some attending the milk, 
some assisting the cook, just as you 
would see at any well-regulated home 
of the country, while the boys in the 
fields beyond work just aS any coun- 
try boys, and ali are cheerful, healthy 
and the most inviting cleanliness pre- 
vails. Surely it would be a hardened 
heart that could look upon all this just 
a@s it appears and not wish a God's 
blessing for the men and women who 
have made the place what it is and 
who are still laboring for its prosper- 
ity. In this connection I cannot resist 
making mention of R, A, Hemphill, Asa 
G. Candler, George Muse, Rev. H. L. 
Crumley and W. E. McCalla. If ever 
men weré faithful to a trust, these men 
have been faithful to this orphanage. 
Not a one of these but what have neg- 
lected their private affairs to do good 
for this home, and it strikes me that 
God has prospered them for so doing— 
not a one of them feels a cent poorer 
from what they have given or the time 
they have devoted to this most worthy, 
cause. , 

Backed by the Church. 

The mention of these gentlemen as 
the board of directors for this orphan- 
age is all sufficient to assure the cor- 
rect direction of any funds that may 
come from a “work-day” donation, but 
besides the well-known honor and pru- 
dence of these men to guard this fund, 
stands the organized safeguard of the 
Methodist denomination. This home is 


a part of the Methodist machinery that | 


calls for the watchfulness of the whole 
organization from their bishops to the 
humblest old circuit rider that goes 
around the mountain. It is not neces- 
sary to state this fact to Methodists, 
they all know it and are satisfied and 
proud of their charge, but there are 
others than Methodists who should take 
a hearty part in swelling this “work- 
day” fund. The question is never asked 
whether a child is a Methodist—or- 
anage is the key that unlocks the 
and takes the child to feed and 

< Sthes it, and there they are loved and 
protected and trained into citizens of 
usefulness and honor. (Country people, 
town people, carpenters, railroaders, 
all sorts of people are represented in 
the inmates of this home, consequently 
all sorts of people should join heartily 
in making this “work-day” the success 
that {t deserves. These homes need 
money, it takes money, and while the 
care of these children lies merrily upon 
the hearts of all Methodists, yet, every 
Georgian should help, rejoiciing in the 


thought that it is the saving of im- 


mortal souls and aiding in the growth 
of a charity to meet these children’s 
physical wants and mental develop- 
ment. 

It is always & pleasure to visit this 
home and observe these thildren just 
as they are in their everyday life. If 
you were to appear there tomorrow 
you would find some at books, some 
at work and some at play, and all of 
them would impress you as being 
cheerful. It is a fact worthy of men- 
tion, we think, that tn all our visits 
there not one face of all these 160 
children gave out a painful impression. 
Not one little babe, nor one small boy 
or girl impressed by their looks any- 
thing which suggested the lonely con- 


dition of being an orphan, but an air. 


of cheerfulness, a becoming pride and 
a motive for exertion seemed present 
among them all. It seemed to me that 
if mothers of orphans can look down 
and watch the things of this earth they 
will smile at sight of this sweet 
home and rejoice as we labor on their 
“work day.” 
Memory of Their Parents. 
I don't know as parents can ilook 


down on their children, but I do know 
‘that many of these children have a 


very sweet memory of their parents, 
and they will tell you about it if you 


: pass among them. A bright little girl 


can tell of the dear mother whom 
strangers buried as the family were 
journeying from Texas back to South 
Carolina. As fast as she can wag 
her little tongue She can tell of how 
her father died first away out in 


| Texas, and of how the mother sorrow- 
Ped till she died upon the journey. The 


kindness of the people who buried her 
mother is never left out of the story; 


(ghe is grateful to them and loves to 
‘talk about thé@ir goodness, just as 


coming hundreds of sweet orphan chii- 
dren will love to talk of the goodness 
of those who have made possibie the 
comforts and protection of these or- 
phan homes. These orphans, grown to 
maturity, will stand as living monu-

Continued From Page One. 
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ity in legislative matters between the 
State and national governments, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt said: 

“I am anxious that the nation and 
the state shall each exercise its legit- 
imate powers to the fullest degree. 
When necessary they should work to- 
gether, but above all they should. not 
leéave-a neutral ground in which neithe 
er state ner nation can exercise au- 
thority and which would become a 
place of refuge for men:who wish to 
act criminally and especially for the 
very rich men who wish to act against 
the interests of the community as 
a whole. 

“Let me illustrate what I mean by a 
reference to two concrete cases. The 
first is the Knight sugar trust case. In 
that the supreme court of the United 
States, under cover of what a man 
wohes interest is chiefly in sane 
constructive stewardship can. only 
call a highly technical legal subtlety, 
handed down a decision which rendered 
it exceedingly difficult for the nation 
to effectively control the use of masses 
of corporate capital in interstate busi- 
ness, as the nation obviously was the 
sole power that could exercise this 
control (for it was quite beyond the 
power of any one state). 


Decision Against Popular Rights. 


“This was really a decision rendering 
it exceedingly difficult for the people 
t6 devise any method of controling 
and regulating the business use of 
great capital in interstate commerce. 
It was a decision nominally against 
national rights, but really against pop- 
ular rights. 

“The second case is the so-called 
New York bakeshop case. In New 
York city, as in most large cities, the 
baking business is Mkely to be carried 
on under unhygienic conditions which 
tell on the welfare of the workers and, 
therefore, against the welfare of the 
general public. The New York legis- 
lature passed and the governor of New 
York signed a bili remedying these im- 
proper conditions. New York state 


was the only body that could deal | 
with them; the nation had no power 
whatever in the matter. 

“Acting on information ;/which to 
them seemed ample and suffictent;: act- 
ing in the interest of the public and 
in a@€ccordance with the demand of the 


a convinced believer in seeing that the 
power of states be made éffective 
where it affords the best means of 
affirming popular rights. Above all, 
there should be no neutral ground 
where, owing to a conflicting series 
of decisions, it shall appear that neither 
the state nor the nation has power 
&nd where, in consequence, able and 
unscrupulous individuals are left free 
to riot at will, without the possibility 
of checking or controHing them in the 
interest of public welfare. 

“I want now, aS a man recently 
connected with the national govern- 
ment, to call attention to the fact that 
there should be more coherent work in 
the future than in the past between 
the state and national governments. 
We have what I think is, on the whole, 
with all its shortcomings and imper- 
fections, the most satisfactory form of 
government that has yet been devised 
by man, But the construction of the 
laws by the courts and governmenta! 
action—legislative and executive—nhas 
not kept pace with the industrial de- 
velopment of the natton. 


Courts Have Laggeed Behind. 


“Times have hcanged. You did not 
need to take card of the rights of the 
farm laborer in former years. If he 
did not like conditions he met, he 
would move on and take up a farm 
himself. Now the relations of i- 
ployers and employees dre slightly 
different than they were. bé@fore. Un- 
fortunately, the courts, tnstead of rec- 
ognizing the new conditions, have 
lagged behind. 

“The worst enemy of wise con- 
servation is that type of conservative 
who tries to prevent wrongs from be- 
ing remedied because the wrongs have 
existed for so long a time. And, on 
the other hand, the worst enemy of 
true progress is the demagogue, or 
the visionary, who, in the name of 
progress, leads the people to make 
some blunder which will result in re- 
action. Distrust thedemagogue andthe 
mere visionary, just as you distrust 
the others who hide behind conserva- 
tion. 4 

“A great democracy has to be pro- 
gressive or it will soon cease to be 
either a democracy or great. But re- 
member that, no matter what your en- 


public, the only governmental author-{thusiasm may be, if you make rapid 


{ty having affirmative power in the 
matter, the governor and the legisla- 
ture of New York took the action 
which they deemed necessary after 
what inquiry and study was needed to 
satisfy them as to the conditions and 
as ‘to the remedy. 


Court’s Action Called 


“The governor and the legislature 
alone had the affirmative power to 
remedy the abuse. But the supreme 
court of the United States possessed 
and, unfortunately, exercised the nega- 
tive power of not permitting the abuse 
to be remedied. By a 5 to 4 vote they 
declared the action in the state of 
New York unconstitutional, because, 
‘forsooth, that men must not be de- 
prived of their ‘liberty’ to work un- 
der unhygienic conditions, They were, 
of course, themselves powerless’ to 
make the remotest attempt to prdévide 
a remedy for the wrong which un- 
‘doubtedly existed, and their refusal to 
permit action by the state did not con- 
‘fer any power upon the nation to act 

“In effect, it reduced to impotence 
the only body which did have. power, 
go that in this case the decision, al- 
though nominally against state rights, 
was really against popular rights, 
against the democratic principle of 
government by the people under the 
forms of law. 

“If such decisions as these two in- 
dicated the court's permanent attitude, 
there would be reali and grave cause 
to give alarm, for such decisions, if 
consistently followed up, would upset 
our whole system of popular govern- 
ment. I am, however, convinced both 
from the inconsistency of these deci- 
sions, with the tenor. of other dec!i- 
sions. and, furthermore, from the very 
Yact that they are in such flagrant 
and direct contradiction to the spirit 
and needs of the times, that sooner or 
later they will be explicitly or implicit- 
ly reversed. 

Need of Truly National System. 


“7 mention them merely to illus- 
trate the need of having a truly na- 
tional system of government under 
which the people can deal effectively 
with ali problems, meeting those that 
affect the people as a whole by af- 
firmative federal action and those that 
affect merely the people of one locality

Three Greatest Dangers. 


“If I were asked to hame the three 
greatest dangers to American institu- 
tions, I should name lawlessness, vio- 
lence and mendacty. You cannot toler- 
ate in your ranks the corrupt man. 
You think he will be honest toward 
your class, and if you are indifferent 
whether he ts honest toward other 
people, you can maxe up your mind 
absolutely’ that he will destroy you 
if he gets a chance. You cannot af- 
ford not to have a man honest all the 
way through. 

“The man who can only see the cor- 
ruption of a rich man is a pretty poor 
War cgainst corruption and 
war against lawlessness and violence. 
I do not like a thief, but I like a Har 
just as little. The-very fact that we 
need to have\ corruption unflinchingly 
exposed,, the very fact that we need to 
have a man she 
improperly, 
done by a man without warrant, 
accused another \of corrouption. It is not 
only an injury to the man, it is an in- 
jury to the body politic, because after 
awhile, when accusations are contin- 
ually and sweepingly made, they will 
soon be disregarded by people who 
hear them, so they will becomé to 
believe there is,something bad about 
the decent man and that there is not 
very much about crooked men. 

“Although I despise a crooked pub- 
lic servant, though I wish to see him 
punished with the utmost severity, my 
scorn and contempt for him are no 
greater than for the man who, by 
mendacity and through Slander, at- 
tacks the character of an honest man. 
Such a one, if unchecked, would pull 
down the temple and bury us all in 
the ruins. 


Honest Press Is Demanded. 


“I speak of the man who writes in 
the daily press. I will go with you 
to the last point in condemning the 
man who, in the pyblic press, writes 
an untruth if you will zo with me to 
the last point in demanding equal con- 
demnation of the legislator who acts 
crookedly. I speak of the men who 
write in the public press and the mag- 
azines; I speak of the politicians on 
the stump. Judge men not by the 
class to which they belong, but by 
their conduct as individual citizens. 

“The only man who, I think, is a 
little. more useful than the wise and 
honest public official is the wise and 
honest man of the press, and the only 
man who, I think, is a little more 
contemptible than a dishonest public 
official is the untruthful and dishonest 
man of thé public -press. 

“I ask you to stand by the official 
who is honest. I ask yeu to stand by 
the newspaper man and magazine 
writer who is truthful and who ex- 
poses corruption. I ask you to stand 
against the official who is dishonest 
and his equally base brother of the 
press who falsely accuses honest men 
of dishonesty.” 

Roosevelt on Conservation. 

Colonel Roosevelt was given a warm 
reception in more ways than one when 
he reached the auditorium, where he 
was scheduled to deliver an address. 

The great hall where the democratic 
national convention of 1908 was held, 
contained nearly 15,000 persons, many 
of whom had waited for hours in the 
summer heat. When the former presi- 
dent appeared on the platform the 
great audience arose and cheered him 
heartily, waving handkerchiefs and 
cries of “Hello, Teddy!" greeted the 
colonel as he stepped forward. 

Colonel Roosevelt, in his auditorium 
speech, dwelt principally on conserva- 
tion. He said in part: 

“Conservation does not mean non- 
use or non-development. It does not 
mean the tying up of the natural re- 
seurces of the states. It means the 
utilization of those resources under 
such regulation

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ly permit, but encourage such use and |

development as will serve the 

ef the people generally.” ; 
Ceuntry Waking Up.

State and Federal Cortrol. 


“Now, to preserve the general wel- 
fare, to see to it that the rights of the 
public are protected, and the liberty 
of the individual secured and encour- 
aged as long as consistent with his 
welfare, and curbed when it becomes 
inconsistent therewith, it is neces- 
sary to invoke the aid of the govern- 
ment. There are points in which this 
governmental aid can best be ren- 
dered by the states, that is, where the 
exercise of states’ rights helps to se- 
cure popular rights; and as to these I 
believe in states’ rights. But there are 
large classes of. cases where only the 
authority of the national government 
will secure the rights of the people; 
and where this is the case I am a con- 
vinced and a thoroughgoing believer 
in the rights of the national govern- 
ment. Big business, for instance, ts 
no longer an affair of any one state; 
big business has become nationalized, 
and the only effective way of controll- 
ing and directing it, and preventing 
abuses in connection with it, is by hav- 
ing the people nationalize this control 
in order to prevent their being ex- 
ploited by the individuals who have 
nationalized the business. All com- 
merce on a scale sufficiently large to 
warrant any control over it 
by the government is nowadays inter- 
state or foreign commerce; and until 
this fact is heartily acknowledged and 
acted upon by both courts and legisla- 
tive bodies, national and state alike, 
the interest of the people will suffer. | 

“In the matter of conservation, I 
heartily approve of state action wnere 
under our form of. government the 
state only has the. power to act. I 
cordially join with those who desire 
to see the state, within its own sphere, 
take the most advanced position in re- 
gard to the whoie matter of conserva- 
tion. 


Water Power. 

“Take the question of the control of 
the water power sites. The enormous 
importance of water power sites to the 
future industrial development of this 
country has only been realized within 
a very few years. Unfortunately the 
realization has come too late as re- 
gards many of the power sites, but 
many yet remain within which our 
hands are free to deal. We should 
make it our duty to see that hereafter 
the power sites are kept under the 
control of the general government, for 
the use of the people as a whole. The 
fee should remain with the people as 
a whole, while the use is leased on 
terms whith shall secure an ample re- 
ward to the lesses, which shall encour- 
age the development and use of the 
water power, but which shall not cre- 
ate a@ permanent monopoly or permit 
the development to be anti-social, to 
be in any respect hostile to the public 
good. The nation alone has the power 
to do this effectively, and it is for this 
reason that you will find these corpo- 
rations which wish to gain tmproper 
advantage and to be freed from effi- 
cient control on the part of the public, 
doing all that they can to secure the 
substitution of state for national ac- 
tion. 

“There its something fairly comic in 
the appeal made by many of these men 
in favor of state control when you 
realize that the great corporations 
seeking the privileges of developing 
the water power in any given state 
‘are at least as apt to be owned outside 
the state as within it. In this coun- 
try, nowadays, capital has a national 
and not a state use. 

“During the last session of 
congress bills were introduced 
to transfer the water power 
sites in the national forests and the 
nublic domain to the control of the 
States. I cannot state too strongly 
my belief that these measures are un- 
wise and that it would be disastrous 
to enact them into law. In substance 
their effect would be to free these 
great special interests from all effect- 
ive control. The passage of such a 
bill would be a victory of the special 
interests over the general welfare and 
a long backward step down the hill of 
penetent we have of late been climb- 
ng. 

“The same principie applies with pe- 
cullar force to the coal lands, and 
especially to the coal lands in Alaska, 
whose protection and ownership by the 
federal government is so necessary, 
both for full and free industrial de- 
velopment in the west, and for the 
needs of our fleet in the Pacific. The 
coal mines should be leased, not sold, 
and those who mine the coal should 
pay back a part of the profit to the 
people, 

Ground. 


that many of the 
men whp protest loudly against ef- 
fective national action would be the 
first to turn round and protest against 
state action if such action in its turn 
became effective and would then un- 
hesitatingiy invoke the law to show 
that the state nad no constitutional 
power to act. Long experience has 
shown that it is by no means impos- 
sible, in cases of constitutional doubt, 
to get one set of judicial decisions 
which render it difficult for the na- 
tion to act, and another set which 
render it impossible for the state to 
act. In each case the privileged bene- 
ficiaries of the decision invoke the aid 
of those who treat the constitution 
not as @ healthy aid to growth, but 
as a fetish to prevent growth, and 
they assail the advocates of wise and 
cautious progress as being opponents 
of the constitution. 

“If there is one thing which is more 
unwise than another, jit is the creation 
by legislative, by executive, or by 
judicial action of a freutral ground in 
which neither the state nor the nation 
has power, and which can serve.as @ 
place of refuge for the lawless man, 
and especially for the lawless man of 
great wealth, who can hire the best 
legal counsel to advise him how to 
keep his abiding place equally distant 
from the uncertain frontiers of both 
State and natfonal power. 

“Legislation shogld make easy the 
path of the genui homesteader, and 
to put every possible obstacle in the 
pathway of the man who tries to get 
public lands by mfsrepresentation or 
fraud. This is absolutely necessary 
on the agricultural lands. It would 
be a calamity, whose baleful effect on 
the ayerage citizen we can scarcely 
exaggerate, if the great stores of coal 
and other mineral fuels stil lowned by 
the people im Alaska and elsewhere

After the parade Colone! Roosevelt | 
repaired to his hotel, the lobby of 
which resounded with much cheering, 
in which a large number of women 
joined heartily.
